pared to that by Ravel and Gaubert — also featured on 
this concert — Mr. Moyse's Suite in C for two flutes and 
viola will give listeners a chance to hear music somewhat 
outside the standard repertory. Mr. Moyse, born in France 
more than 90 years ago, no longer performs in public but 
still composes and teaches in Vermont, where he lives. 

Carlos Salzedo, born in France in 1885, began 
his long and prolific career when he was three, and soon 
distinguished himself as a pianist, harpist, and composer. 
At 24, in 1909, Mr. Salzedo moved to New York City and 
played the harp for the Metropolitan Opera under Arturo 
Toscanini. He went on to found the harp department at 
the Curtis Institute of Music in Philadelphia, and to teach 
and encourage students for the rest of his life. As a com- 
poser for the harp, Carlos Salzedo is always innovative, 
but innovative as part of the aims of the piece as a whole, 
and never simply to astonish, as the Spring concert's Scin- 
tillation for solo harp will clearly demonstrate. Composer 
Nicolas Slonimsky spoke for many when he said that Mr. 
Salzedo, who died in 1961 in Waterville, Maine, "brought 
the harp into the twentieth century." 

One of the threads that ties together some of the 
composers on the Spring program is that celebrated flutist 
Phillipe Gaubert, who was born in France in 1879, taught 
Marcel Moyse, Louis Moyse's father. But, then, again, 
Mr. Gaubert, who became the artistic director of the Paris 
Opera in 1931, was a gifted teacher as well as the premiere 
flutist and conductor in the Paris of the early 20th century. 
He composed pieces for the flute throughout his career, 
but also wrote operas and ballets. His work, like the 
concert's Divertissement Grec for two flutes and harp, has

Guest harpist Hyunjung Choi, a native of South 
Korea and a graduate of Ewha Women's University came 
to the United States to pursue her studies in musicology 
and harp. She earned a Master's degree in musicology 
from Tufts University and studied with Lucille Lawrence 
at Boston University and at Tanglewood. Miss Lawrence 
was a former pupil and wife of Carlos Salzedo , who is 
often considered the father of the modern harp, and with 
him co-authored pedagogy texts for the "Salzedo tech- 
nique." Ms. Choi performs with the Rhode Island Philhar- 
monic and the Springfield Symphony Orchestra, the Fes- 
tival Ballet of Rhode Island, the Berkshire Choral Festival, 
the Ocean State Lyric Opera, the Longwood Symphony, 
and the Providence Singers, and has been a featured per- 
former at various music festivals including the Newport 
Music Festival. She has been the harp instructor at Brown 
University since 1994. 

Violist Don Krishnaswami performs in the Boston 
area primarily as a chamber musician. A core member 
of the Boston-based Art of Music Chamber Players, with 
whom he performs both as solo and ensemble artist, he is 
also a founding member of the South Coast Chamber Mu- 
sic Society. He has collaborated with current and former 
members of the Boston Symphony Orchestra, including as 
guest artist with the Walden Chamber Players.

At 6:06 pm the board met with members of the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path Committee for an update on the 
progress of the project. 

According to Bike Path Committee Chairman 
Steve Kelleher, VHB Associates has estimated the project 
will take anywhere from five to six years to complete. 
He then offered several possible scenarios for comple- 
tion, given that the initial funding for the project has been 
exhausted. They have completed 98 percent of the report 
requested previously via Mattapoisett Town Meeting and 
they plan to present it to voters once finished and ap- 
proved by the Southeast Regional Planning and Economic 
Development District (SRPEDD). 

With ongoing changes in the scope and cost of the 
entire multi-phase bike path project — which will now 
range anywhere between $1.7 million and $2 million, de- 
pending on the final plans — Mr. Kelleher said they will 
be seeking additional funding sources. 

"We'd like to go forward with some additional

grant applications," Mr. Kelleher said. "We'd like to finish 
the business plan ... for the Finance Committee, Capital 
Needs Committee, and Town Meeting." 

Mr. Kelleher suggested that a joint fund-raising 
effort between the Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
and the Mattapoisett YMCA might be a good idea to offset 
the $177,000 expense of Phase 1 — the bulk of which is 
construction of a bridge over the YMCA property.

the Park Commission to discuss the recent installation of 
six lighting poles and fixtures at the Dexter Lane ballfield 
and a proposed site plan for the property.

In my eyes, the Harbormaster was given a directive, 
and it took 16 days for a memo to appear as an enclosure, with 
a letter from the Town Administrator, wanting to set a meeting 
date with the Harbormaster. 

• I never in any conversation or correspondence asked 
for the mooring to be reinstated. 

For everyone's enjoyment here is the famous regulation 
taken from "The Harbormaster's Wharf, Mooring and Anchor- 
age Rules and Regulations in Mattapoisett, Massachusetts": 

"7 5.4.10.5 Private moorings are for the use of the holder of 
a mooring permit and can only he rented or used by another with the 
permission of the Harbormaster. This option is renewable annually at 
the discretion of the Harbormaster." 

To me, annually is not short term; short term is two 
weeks, a month. This is a town that I grew up in and loved, but 
it is getting very difficult to maintain that love with the lack of 
making people accountable for their actions or, better yet, non- 
actions.

Road to Nowhere

Note: Every so often in these pages I like to spotlight 
something not backed by the Hollywood hype machine 
— small but worthy indie films like Brent Lestage 's Race 
and Richard Griffin's Titus Andronicus. The following 
deals with an independent film that might be part of a new wave of distri- 
bution — downloadable movies, available for a small fee ($2.99, in this 
case) and viewable on your computer's media player. 

Zzyzx Road is a four-and-a-half-mile stretch of sand and asphalt in 
the Mojave Desert. People usually encounter the famous exit sign on the 
way to Las Vegas. The road leads to nothing more exotic than a mostly 
abandoned settlement (also named Zzyzx), though it hasn't stopped scores 
of travellers from wondering what Zzyzx (it rhymes with Isaac 's) is or 
where the road will take them. Zzyzx, a low-budget indie thriller, theorizes 
that it's a real end-of-the-alphabet place — a place where people take leave 
of their senses and are reduced to the noir basics of greed, desperation, 
and murderous intent. 

Two guys — macho jerk Lou (Kenny Johnson of TV's The Shield), 
a Gulf War vet, and his travel companion Ryan (Ryan Fox), a wimpy 
computer-store clerk — are taking the time-honored road trip to Vegas. 
Ryan's seen mysterious stuff on the web about Zzyzx — something about 
a Manson-like cult, skeletons found stacked on top of each other. It sounds 
like a freaky place to stop along the way. Goofing around behind the wheel 
to intimidate his skittish passenger, Lou accidentally runs over a Native 
American guy stumbling along the road. What will the guys do with the 
body? Especially when the dead man's young newlywed (Robyn Cohen, 
from The Life Aquatic) shows up looking for him? 

Zzyzx is not a terribly original thriller; its influences are obvious, from 
A Clockwork Orange (referenced in dialogue and in a hallucination) to 
Lodge Kerrigan's Clean, Shaven (the constant crackle of half-heard radio 
on the soundtrack) to your choice of desert-baked tales of evil {Red Rock 
West, The Hills Have Eyes). As I've said many times before, noir movies 
like this would only be surprising if the characters were all exactly as they 
seemed; as usual, those we take to be evil may not be so bad, those we 
presume innocent perhaps not so flawless. 




The difference, as always, is in the execution, and director Richard 
Halpern — aided by a fluidly conversational script by Art D' Alessandro 
— frames Zzyzx as a jittery, sweaty exercise in paranoia fuelled by blood, 
drugs, and just plain fear. The small cast is beyond reproach, creating a 
realistic spine for the action, and one of the performances inspires hatred 
the same way Edward Norton's famous turn in Primal Fear does — you 
feel betrayed, played. You believe in the situation, and the detail that this 
road brings out strange behavior in people covers any potential implausi- 
bilities. (Also, you look at this bleached, godforsaken place and you have 
no trouble buying that otherwise sane people might lose it here.) Zzyzx is 
a harsh, bitter and sometimes grotesque thriller; it has no MPAA rating, 
but I'm guessing we're looking at a hard R here, especially during the 
denouement, when every available thread of clothing is doused with — as 
the CZocfcwwfc-referencing guys might say — red red krovvy. 

Where can you see Zzyzxl If you don' t live near a festival that happens 
to be showing it, Richard Halpern has taken advantage of the pay-and-play 
capabilities of the web by making the entire film available for a mere $2.99 
on the official website. The goal, apparently, is to spread the word and 
make a bit of money back. As an inveterate supporter of indie film, I anted 
up, fired it up on my iTunes, and found it to be the best three bucks I've 
spent in a while. In a time when filmmakers are circumventing traditional 
methods of distribution — Steven Soderbergh's new film Bubble recently 
debuted in theaters, on cable, and on DVD the same week — finely crafted 
exercises like Zzyzx, which you otherwise wouldn't have seen or heard 
of, have more of a fighting chance than they would've ten years ago. In 
this case, the mode of delivery isn't all that sets the film apart; it would 
play just as well for a theater audience. Zzyzx is a good little film of the 
sort that Hollywood should be making but isn't, and since exhibitors don't 
even pretend to be interested in such films anymore, maybe the future of 
indie film does lie on the information superhighway.
